Cornell 
talks stroke 
prevention

Every October, celebrities of all types 
are seen wearing pink, and everyone 
knows why. Since 1985, October has 
been observed as National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month. Most people 
are not aware, however that every year, 
more than twice as many women die 
because of stroke than breast cancer, 
and many more are disabled by stroke. 
While breast cancer rarely occurs in 
men, even more men than women die 
from stroke each year. 

On Wednesday, Feb. 27, Kaylene 
Cornell, Health Education Coordinator 
for the Purchase District Health 
Department, spoke at Clinton Rotary. 
Cornell opened the eyes of those 
present to dangers and risks associated 
with strokes. She explained that stroke 
is the leading cause of disability in 
adults in America and shared the good 
news that 80 percent of strokes are 
completely preventable. 

What is a stroke? 

According to the National Stroke 
Association, a stroke occurs when “a 
blood clot blocks an artery (a blood 
vessel that carries blood from the 
heart to the body) or a blood vessel (a 
tube through which the blood moves 
through the body) breaks, interrupting 
blood flow to an area of the brain. 
When either of these things happen, 
brain cells begin to die and brain 
damage occurs.” 

Cornell explained that there are two 
types of stroke: Ischemic strokes, and 
Hemorrhagic strokes. Ischemic strokes 
are most common and cause 88 percent 
of all strokes. Ischemic strokes occur as 
a result of an obstruction within a blood

Employees of the Hickman 
County UK Extension Office will 
work through another month of 
sawdust and construction noise 
with the reward of a beautiful, 
spacious workplace to look 
forward to every morning.

In the newest part of the building 
between Hickman County High 
School parking lot and the softball 
field, several large offices have 
been constructed for Larkins 
and three extension agents. One 
office will be empty, as a constant 
reminder to the staff that there is 
one agent lacking, the agricultural 
extension agent. The construction 
of this office indicates hope that an 
agent will fill it soon, as Hickman 
County is currently in the sixth slot 
for upcoming agricultural agents. 

In addition to the offices, the 
building features a large kitchen, 


a copy room, an office for Lisa 
Adams, SNAP (Supplemental 
Nutrition Assistance Program) 
Educational Assistant for Hickman 
and Carlisle Counties, a meeting 
room, a large assembly hall, a 
project room that will include 
sewing machines and a washer and 
dryer. The renovated building will 
also be completely handicapped- 
accessible, accommodations which 
the former building lacked. 

The building committee for this 
project includes Vickie Mclntire, 
Ashley Workman, Beverly 
Hopkins, and Rita Deweese. This

City Council 
meeting gets 
heated

Discussion got interesting in Monday night’s Clinton City 
Council meeting when Councilman Howard Dillard raised a 
question about the morale of the police department. Dillard 
said that he had heard some complaints about things that 
were going on. 

A long discussion ensued that ended up being mostly 
between Clinton City Administrator Allen Poole and Clinton 
Police Chief Snapper Seaton. It was revealed that tension 
arose when Mayor Tommy Kimbro directed Poole to revise 
the work schedule of the city’s police officers. Seaton, not 
happy with the idea of changing the officers’ schedules, 
protested the change. 

After some understanding back and forth between Poole 
and Seaton, Kimbro stepped in and said this was not the 
way the situation aught to be handled. Kimbro said that 
the schedule changes were coming straight from him and 
that Poole was only doing as directed. Kimbro said that he 
was only trying to utilize the city’s police force to give the 
residents of Clinton the best possible police coverage. 

After more discussion, Councilman Jerome Jenkins spoke 
up and said that he thought Chief Seaton should have the 
authority to set the officer’s schedules. 

Jack Langston, of the city’s public works department, also 
had some complaints. It was quickly determined that his issue 
strictly involved personnel matters and Kimbro made an 
appointment to meet with him Tuesday to discuss the issue. 

The agenda for the meeting was a simple one, with only

Council focuses on

A field site tour of the Obion Creek 
Restoration project in Hickman 
County on March 1 was preceded by 
a meeting conducted by the Jackson 
Purchase Foundation, Inc., and 
featured presentations by Tim Kreher, 
Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources; Joyce Bender of 
the Kentucky State Nature Preserves 
Commission; and Dr. Art Parola, 
University of Louisville Stream 
Institute.

Last month Melissa Griffith, who 
resigned as a Columbus City Council 
member to take the position of City 
Clerk informed everyone that the 
would work through the change over 
to the new water rates.

“We are in the process of finalizing some type 
of agreement,” stated Commonwealth Attorney 
Michael Stacy in the case against alleged 
murderer Thomas “Tommy” Lattus.

With Attorney Stacy and Defense Attorney 
Dennis Null agreeing to the new date and time, 
court was adjourned at approximately 1:20 p.m. 

Lattus, not in court today, allegedly confessed 
to the murder of Hickman Mayor the late Charles 
Murphy in the early morning hours of January 

23, 2012. Family members from both sides were 
in court today. 

Both sides have been working on a possible 
plea agreement since before December 5, 2012.

by Council member Janice 
DeBerry not to sell the land at 
this time. They might decide to 
do it at a later date. 

Last month Council member 
Vanessa Lightner asked to have a 
third person selected to sign city 
checks, as a further safeguard 
of city funds. Monday night a 
motion was made and approved 
to have Kay Ferguson be the 
council member designated to 
be that back-up person. 

Appointing a replacement 
for Griffith on the council was 
also briefly discussed. A couple 
of names like Kim Ferguson 
and Dwayne Grimmitt were 
mentioned, with no decision 
made. The council agreed to ask 
a few individuals before making 
a recommendation next month. 

Neal Henley inquired about an 
ordinance regarding livestock in 
the city limits of Clinton. Some 
council members and even a 
guest, Kim Ferguson, recall 
such an ordinance, but can’t 
remember when the ordinance 
was approved. Mayor Richard 
Frizzell and City Clerk Griffith 
will be looking into the matter 
further. 

Other ordinances in need of 
further research include one 
regarding city taxes. City Clerk 
Griffith has a rough draft of one 
and will present it to the council 
at the April meeting. 

J.L. Ferguson, a guest at the 
meeting, brought up the idea 
of food vendors setting up 
booths and selling food to help 
add funds to the city coffers. 
Mayor Frizzell agreed it was 
a good idea and asked if they 
could wait until the weather 
was warmer, possibly around 
the Fourth of July, or another 
holiday. Council member Kay 
Ferguson said she will further 
investigate the Bingo idea, but 


wasn’t sure the city would be 
able to do it or not from a legal 
aspect. 

The financial report presented 
by City Clerk Griffith was 
approved by the board. The 
report noted a franchise check 
in the amount of $3,935.06 
from Kentucky Utilities, 
enabling with the payment of 
city expenses. 

Upcoming ideas for the 
future include the possibility of 
condemning properties that are 
deemed unsafe but the council.

for highway maintenance.” 
He went on to say, “This is 
another positive project that 
is happening because many 
organizations with different 
motives came together.” 

Funding for the project, 
which began, according to 
Dr. Parola, in 1998, was made 


possible through Environmental 
Protection Agency 319H 
grants, the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Mitigation Program, 
the Kentucky Nature Preserves 
and the Kentucky Department 
of Transportation Enhancement 
program. 

The area adjacent to Highway 


307 Bridge in Hickman County 
was included in the various 
phases of the project in which 
the configuration of the Obion 
Creek was altered using a 
Tennessee contractor’s floating 
excavator. 

The project’s focus was 
primarily to replace ecological 
functions of the creek addressing 
flooding, reduce the permanent 
ponding on the Obion Creek 
flood plain, increase the water 
level fluctuation at Murphy’s 
Pond, and restore the Channel 
habitat. Ultimately, ponding 
would be reduced in adjacent 
land, with a reduction of 
flooding to the east of Highway 
307, as well as a reduction of 
debris and erosion on the bridge 
embankment in that area. 

Dr. Parola and Mastin, 
who have assisted with the 
engineering aspect of the project 
for four years, said issues 
met by the implementation 
of the project included the 
inability to haul material out 
of the creek area, leading to 
the possibility of destroying 
wetland. Constructing a pilot 
channel, they concluded, would 
allow the creek to modify its 
alignment on its own. 

Mastin said in the 5000- 
feet of the pilot channel, only 
eight trees were downed, with 
the channel redirected around 
trees and natural habitat, such 
as a beaver lodge, whenever 
possible. In one photograph 
taken at the site, new cypress 
tree growth was observed; 
before the work was done, 
seedlings had no chance to 
sprout.

That gambler was a “right 
smart feller” as my grandmother 
would say. I certainly hear 
loud and clear every word of 
his advice. So much so that 
family and friends have often 
heard me mutter “know when to 
hold ‘em” at moments of choice 
and decision. Here is what this 
famous chorus says to me: 

You got to know when to hold 
‘em: Watch, listen, don’t react 
because something or someone 
tripped a trigger that touched 
you in a vulnerable place. We 
miss many moments of “what 
might have been” because we 


are out of control with re-action. 
How we handle what is ours 
during these moments plainly 
shows the measure of a person. 
Strength is having power and 
being able to choose when and 
if it is used. Besides, there are 
times we just need to shut up! 

Know when to fold ‘em: 
Just because we have some 
cards in our hand doesn’t mean 
we should play them. In fact, 
some cards in the “game” of 
life should never be played. 
In personal relationships and 
at work, damage can be done 
to others and to ourselves that 
can completely change the 
directions of lives for years to 
come, if not forever. Knowing 
when to hold ‘em and fold ‘em 
are companion skills that serve 
as benchmarks of our acquired 
wisdom, compassion for others, 
and mastery over our own 
weaknesses.

Tax deadlines are real

Congress could well 
debate the debt ceiling, tax 
reform and other important 
economic issues until the 
cows come home, but one 
thing’s for sure: If you don’t 
pay your income taxes - or at 
least file for an extension - by 
April 15, you could be in for 
a world of financial hurt. 

That’s because the IRS 
probably won’t give you 
a break on the penalties 
it levies on unpaid taxes 
unless you were the victim 
of a natural disaster, suffered 
death or serious illness in 
your immediate family, 
or experienced another 
catastrophic event. 

You must file your 2012 
federal tax return (or request 
an extension) by midnight on 
April 15, 2013, otherwise the 
penalty on any taxes you owe 
will increase dramatically. 
You’ll be charged an 
additional 5 percent of taxes 
owed for each full or partial 
month you’re late, plus 
interest, up to a maximum 
penalty of 25 percent of the 
amount owed. (The interest 
rate currently charged is 3.22 
percent.) 

If you file your return or 
extension request on time, 
however, the penalty drops 
tenfold to only 0.5 percent 
per month, plus interest. 

Here’s how it adds up: Say 
you owe $2,500 in federal 
income tax. If you haven’t 
requested an extension, you 
would be charged an 
additional $125 (5 percent), 
plus interest, for each month 
you’re late in paying off your 
bill. Had you filed for an 
extension, the penalty would 
drop to only $12.50 per 
month (0.5 percent). 

Be sure to contact the IRS 
early if you won’t be able to 
pay on time so you keep as 
many payment options open 
as possible - either call 800- 
829-1040 or visit your local 
IRS office. Also check out 
the IRS’ “Filing Late and/or 
Paying Late” webpage for 
helpful information (www. 
irs.gov). 

One way to avoid this 


penalty is to pay by credit 
or debit card before the 
filing deadline. You’ll pay 
a convenience fee, which 
is tax-deductible if you 
itemize. Fees vary depending 
on which payment processor 
you choose. (See “Pay Your 
Taxes by Debit or Credit 
Card” at www.irs.gov for 
details.) If you use a credit 
card, make sure you can 
pay off the balance within a 
few months; otherwise the 
accrued interest might exceed 
the penalty. 

Other payment options 
include: 

If you can pay the full 
amount within 120 days, 
you may qualify for a Short- 
Term Extension. If granted, 
you’ll still owe interest on 
your debt, but will avoid 
the application fee for an 
installment agreement. 

If you need longer than 
120 days, an Installment 
Agreement lets you pay 
off your bill in monthly 
installments. 

To apply for either, fill 
out an Online Payment 
Agreement Application at 
www.irs.gov or call an IRS 
representative at 800-829- 
1040. 

Under certain dire financial- 
hardship circumstances, the 
IRS will allow some taxpayers 
with annual incomes of up 
to $100,000 to negotiate 
a reduction in the amount 
owed through an Offer in 
Compromise. For step-by- 
step instructions, read the 
IRS Form 656 Booklet. 

If you’re unable to make 
payments on your installment 
agreement or offer in 
compromise, call the IRS 
immediately for alternative 
payment options, which 
could include reducing the 
monthly payment to reflect 
your current financial 
condition. 

Also read the IRS’s guide, 
“The What Ifs for Struggling 
Taxpayers,” which contains 
helpful information on the 
tax impacts of different 
scenarios such as job loss, 
debt forgiveness or tapping a 
retirement fund.

routine actions to be carried out 
by the council. Councilmembers 
present included Howard 
Dillard, Ivan Potter, Yvette 
Thomas, and Jerome Jenkins. 
Councilmembers Betty Morrow 
and Phyllis Campbell were not 
present for the meeting. 

In his City Administrator’s 
Report, Poole reported to the 
council that he has plans to 
meet next week with Brad 
Davis, with the PADD office, to 
begin the procedure of applying 
for Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG) funding. 
Poole reported that he has 
compiled a list of properties 
that may be eligible for funding, 
and the potential grant dollars 
could help in the process of 


cleaning up some of the poorly 
maintained property around the 
city. He said that this would 
also provide some local job 
opportunities that could last 
more than a year. 

Poole reported that the pump 
malfunction at “the Lagoon” 
has been repaired, and that some 
additional repairs were being 
made to one of the pumps at the 
lift station.

vessel supplying blood to the 
brain. The underlying condition 
for this type of obstruction is the 
development of fatty deposits 
lining the vessel walls. 

Hemorrhagic strokes cause 12 
percent of strokes, nine percent 
being intracranial hemorrhages 
(bleeding within the brain 
tissue), and three percent are 
subarachnoid hemorrhages 
(bleeding into the surface layers 
of the brain or aneurisms). A 
hemorrhagic stroke results from 
a weakened vessel that ruptures 
and bleeds into the surrounding 
tissue. The blood accumulates 
and compresses that tissue. 


Signs of stroke 

Cornell told Rotary members 
that the symptoms of stroke 
(“The Suddens”) include 
weakness or numbness of the 
face, arm, or leg, especially 
on one side of the body; 
confusion or trouble speaking or 
understanding; trouble walking, 
dizziness or loss of balance or 
coordination; trouble seeing in 
one or both eyes; and severe 
headaches with no known 
cause. When any of these signs 
are noticed, Cornell said the 
acronym “FAST” should be 
utilized. 

F - Face: ask the person to 
smile 

A - Arm: ask the person to 
raise both arms 

S - Speech: ask the person to 
speak a simple sentence 

T - Time: to call 911 

She emphasized that a stroke 
is an emergency, and time lost is 
brain lost. 

“Every minute lost increases 
the chance of patients 
experiencing stroke-related 
disabilities or death,” she said.

Cornell said that stroke 
awareness around the nation 
is much lower than it should 
be. She shared the following 
common stoke myths. 

Myth 1: Stroke is not 
preventable. FACT: Up to 
80 percent of strokes are 
preventable. 

Myth 2: Stroke cannot be 
treated. FACT: Stroke requires 
emergency treatment. 

Myth 3: Stroke only strikes 
the elderly. FACT: Anyone can 
have a stroke. 

Myth 4: Stroke happens in 
the heart. FACT: Stroke is a 
“Brain Attack.” 

Myth 5: Stroke recovery ends 
after six months. FACT: Stroke 
recovery can last a lifetime. 

Cornell told those present 
that while there are some non-

After the city administrator’s 
report, Chief Seaton reported on 
the past month’s police activity. 
His report showed 10 citations 
in the month of February, 
25 warning citations, and 
four arrests. The 10 citations 
included “one headlight,” “Stop 
sign violation,” “speeding,” 
“Expired registration,” and 
“animal cruelty, second degree. 
The four arrests resulted from 
criminal trespass, DUI, “warrant 
x2,” and “warrant X2.”

After lengthy discussion about 
the police scheduling issue, the 
meeting was adjourned. 


modifiable risk factors for 
stroke such as age (risk doubles 
every decade after the age of 
55); gender (men are at higher 
risk than women); race (African 
Americans are nearly twice as 
likely to suffer from a stroke 
than Caucasians); and genetics, 
there are several risk factors that 
can be lowered or eliminated 
completely with a healthy 
lifestyle. These risks include 
hypertension (high blood 
pressure); cigarette smoking, 
coronary artery disease, 
atrial fibrillation, diabetes, 
cholesterol/triglycerides, and 
carotid stenosis. 

Cigarette smoking is the 
most preventable risk factor for 
stroke. Nicotine pulls oxygen 
out of the blood, increasing the 
risk of stroke. 

In her closing remarks, Cornell 


risk of stroke. She said, “Know 
your blood pressure. Have it 
checked at least annually. If it is 
elevated, work with your doctor 
to control it.” 

She said that the goal for 
blood pressure is less than 
120/80. She urged those present 
to find out if they have atrial 
fibrillation (AF), which is a type 
of irregular heartbeat. 

“If you smoke, stop,” she 
continued. “If you drink alcohol, 
do so in moderation.” She said 
that total cholesterol should be 
less than 200, and that those 
with higher total cholesterol 
should work with their doctor to 
control it. 

Other tips are adding 
exercises to a daily routine; 
enjoying a lower-sodium, 
lower-fat diet; and working with 
a doctor if circulation problems
